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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 9 of the applicant's response, applicant 
argued that Douceur et al. (US Patent Application No 6067547) does not disclose " an entry of the linked list having an address of 00 has 
another bit added to its least significant bit, so that the entry now has an address of 000. This address is not a break character and cannot 
be correlated to a break charcter." Examiner respectfully disagrees. As disclosed in primary reference Rakib et al. (US patent Aplication 
Publication No. 2001/0024474) col. 5, lines 12-15 "In FIG. 32, block 510 generates the ranging Barker codes needed for the ranging 
process to achieve frame synchronization. In the CU transmitter of FIG. 32, the ranging circuit 510 generates a constant Barker code of 13 
bits at level power transmitted during every CU frame gap. In the RU transmitters, the Barker code is transmitted with varying delays and 
varying power levels per the data on bus 512 until the gap is hit. Preferably, this ranging Barker code generator 510 is a state machine." In 
above citation Barker code serves as a break character. Further as disclosed in Rakib et al. paragraph [0141] lines 30-34 "however, each 
tribit is encoded with one or more redundant bits based upon the three bits and the state of these same three bits of the same timeslot 
during the last frame for purposes of forward error correction." For the reasons set forth above primary reference Rakib et al. disclosing a 
frame comprising a break character. 

Furthermore as disclosed in the secondary reference Douceur et al. col. 16, lines18-24 "FIG. 12 shows the result of a single split. 
As before, the non-split entry having the lowest address is the next to be split. In this case, entry 0 is split. To perform the split, entry 0 has 
another bit, of value 0, added in a least significant position-it now has three bits, equal to 000." In other words, the Rakib reference 
disclosing a frame comprising a break character and Douceur reference emphasis that the break character include three bits. 
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
